A graduate of the University of 
Missouri in 1913, Lucas has been 
a practicing attorney since 1916. 
At present he is chairm an of the 
State Bar Committee on expedi­ 
tion of trials and appeals. He has 
served two term s as a member of 
the State Democratic Committee 
and three term s as chairm an

deau, whom Chapman said 
was 
“his girl”, police were told. 
The quarrel, it was stated, be­ 
gan in a negro house back of the 
swimming pool. 
The two then 
walked up the railroad tracks to­ 
ward the depot. By the depot the 
two came to 
blows, 
Chapman 
drew a knife and Coleman 
was 
stabbed, police were 
told.

injured man suffered a deep stab 
wound into his chest and a slash 
across the left arm. He was taken 
in the Albritton ambulance to the 
Southeast Missouri Hospital, Cape 
G irardeau, where his chest wound 
although serious was not thought 
to be fatal.

Coleman, Sr., of Miami, the late 
Jam es F. Robinson of Miami and 
the late A. E. Coleman of Denver.

Paris, Ark. 
He sold his newspaper in 1893 and 
went to Oklahoma,

In 
1896, when mine prospecting was 
active, he and his three partners 
formed the Commerce Mining &

Thousands of Ducks 
And Canadian Geese 
Invade This District 


The waterfowl season as 
pre­ 
scribed by Federal and State laws 
is closed on wild ducks and geese. 
That fact is apparently known to 
thousands of the birds who 
are 
swarming into Big Lake a few 
miles north of 
Charleston, 
and 
over the wheat fields of 
A. 
S. 
Brown a few miles farther north. 
Members of a duck club 
and 
other persons are making 
daily 
trips to the lake to 
watch 
the 
ducks. 
Someone has 
apparently 
tipped them off that they are per­ 
fectly safe right now from 
the 
blazing guns of hunters because 
they practically cover the 
sur­ 
face of the lake, and pay 
little 
attention to visitors. 
One Char­ 
lestonian who happened to have 
p few fire crackers in his pockets 
Tuesday noon visited 
the 
lake 
and watched the antics 
of 
the 
ducks. 
He lit a “cracker” tossed 
it toward the lake. A thunderous 
swish of wings greeted the re­ 
port but the ducks merely circled 
near at hand 
and 
then 
settled 
down again to their feeding and 
continued their antimated “duck 
conservation.” 
“It’s a sight to see how they’re 
coming in now,” grumbled 
one 
member of the duck club which 
has much of the lake area under 
lease . . . “and to think how hard 
it was to find enough 
ducks 
to 
make shooting worth while dur­ 
ing the season.” 
The semi-annual 
invasion 
of 
wild geese is again 
under 
way 
about six miles north of Charles­ 
ton, 
principally 
on 
the 
A. S. 
Brown farm. Observers this win­ 
ter claim that the flock of Canad­ 
ian geese here on a short stop over 
is larger 
than 
ever. 
Shooting, 
trapping, baiting or in any way 
pursuing the birds is prohibited 
by federal and state laws, so all 
Mr. Brown and other farmers in 
that neighborhood can do, 
is 
to 
watch the huge flocks eat up fields 
of winter wheat. 
Thus far one type of “shooting” 
is not prohibited by law in the 
case of ducks or geese—hunting 
and shooting with a camera. Sev­ 
eral local film spoilers have 
in­ 
vaded Big Lake, and a few have 
tried to get within camera range 
of the geese 
feeding 
in 
open 
fields. Little success has been re­ 
ported thus far, however, because 
most of the amateurs are work­ 
ing without benefits of blinds, or 
without telescope lenses or other 
special 
equipment. — Charleston 
Courier.

And Canadian Geese 
Invade This District 


The waterfowl season as 
pre­ 
scribed by Federal and State laws 
is closed on wild ducks and geese. 
That fact is apparently known to 
thousands of the birds who 
are 
swarming into Big Lake a few 
miles north of 
Charleston, 
and 
over the wheat fields of 
A. 
S. 
Brown a few miles farther north. 
Members of a duck club 
and 
other persons are making 
daily 
trips to the lake to 
watch 
the 
ducks. 
Someone has 
apparently 
tipped them off that they are per­ 
fectly safe right now from 
the 
blazing guns of hunters because 
they practically cover the 
sur­ 
face of the lake, and pay 
little 
attention to visitors. 
One Char­ 
lestonian who happened to have 
fi few fire crackers in his pockets 
Tuesday noon visited 
the 
lake 
and watched the antics 
of 
the 
ducks. 
He lit a “cracker” tossed 
it toward the lake. A thunderous

Dam 7 Per Cent Complete 


With approach of the flood sea­ 
son, ordinarily in 
January

February, residents

Francis river valley are counting 
the days until the government’s 
SI6,000,000 flood control program, 
designed to 
completely 
harness 
the turbulent stream, la completed. 
Six months after work got un­ 
der way on the florid impounding 
dam located just north of 
Wap- 
pnpello, contractors say a total of 
187,000 yards of dirt 
has 
been s 
moved, a dike and diversion chan­ 
nel for the river have been com­ 
pleted nnd a portion of the west 
end of the dam is rapidly taking 
form. 
A concrete tunnel, 20 feet square 
will pass under n hill west of the 
dam. A "V” shape cut in the hill j 
is being made and when it is fln-, 
ished, the concrete tunnel will be ; 
built, after which the hill will be 
replaced and topped with a con­ 
crete floor to be used as an over­ 
flow spillway. 
The hill will be 
some 15 feet lower than top of the 
dam. thus eliminating any chance 
that water will at any time pass 
over the dirt dam. 
Equipment to regulate the flow; 
of water through the tunnel will j 
be installed. 
Engineers, 
who 
have 
th eir; 
camp on a high bluff overlooking 
the site of the dam, say the pro- I 
ject is seven per cent complete, j 
Building of the dam. which will I 
be nearly 4,000 feet long, the pur­ 
chase of some 25,000 acres of prop­ 
erty to be condemned for over­ 
flow, and other expenses incident 
to construction will cost $4,000,- 
000. The remainder of the $16.000,- 
000 is to be used in strengthening 
or entirely rebuilding levees along j 
the river from Wappapello south. { 
The levee work, engineers say, is 
17 per cent complete. 
The “V” shape cut in the hill, 
just west of the west end of the 
dam, is down to solid rock. Con­ 
tractors say the rock will be blast­ 
ed and taken out to be used 
as 
riprap. 
It is considered doubtful 
that any concrete work will 
be 
done before spring, 
because 
of 
the uncertainty of weather con­ 
ditions. 
Remarkable changes in the to­ 
pography in the dam area are be­ 
ing made by the contractors, the 
changes being 
more

each week work progresses. 
Contractors say the 
hill 
cut 
must go down from 30 to 40 feet! 
more before the concrete 
tunnel;
